WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The past week has been an ‘‘off’’ one in the canned 
food line, and business has been as it usually is at this 
time of each year—dull. Of course some few sales have 
been made each day, and there is little complaint made by 
either buyers or sellers, but the volume of business done 
has been small and each sale is for a few hundred cases and 
sometimes even smaller than that. 

This month of November is almost always a dull one 
for canners, as buyers are beginning to look out for holiday 
goods that will be called:for during December. Retailers 
have pretty well supplied themselves with canned foods of 
all kinds and are now busy with other lines of goods. 

This lack of sales has not had a very decided effect 
upon prices, however, which shows that there is but a 
small surplus, if any, and holders are very well satisfied 
with the present conditions, knowing full well that it is 
not due to an over abundance of stocks or that the con- 
sumption has fallen off in any way. As one broker said to 
the writer, ‘‘We have to have a chance to get a breath 
once in a while.’’ During the past few months there has 
been no time to catch up, and brukers, buyers and sellers 
have been on their toes at all times, consequently this little 
rest is welcome and most of the canners are enjoying it 
either at some meeting of their respective Associations, or 


‘| other sort of pleasure. 


Notwithstanding this lack of sales, it is to be noted 
that tomatoes show a slight increase in price; that is to say 
fancy No. tos have jumped from $3 50 to $3.75 per dozen; 
extra standard No. ros have gone to $3.60, and standard 
No. ros that were quoted at this time last week at $3.25, 
are now quoted at $3.50. There is no falling off in the

other sizes of tomatoes, but we understand that a few pack- 
ers are willing to shade quotations on large orders, about 
2¥%c perdozen. This is not general, but seems to be con- 
fined to a few country packers who evidently need some 
ready cash and think this a good time to get Christmas 
money. 

Sweet potatoes have declined five cents during the 
week, standard No. 3s now being quoted at $1.15. There 
is a good demand for this article and the new pack is being 
rapidly bought up and placed on the retailers’ shelves. 
White potatoes are extremely scarce this year and we un- 
derstand sweets are in much better supply, but the canned 
article is making a name for itself and the consumption 
grows every year. It is predicted by a local broker that 
sweet potatoes will shortly be.in the staple article class and 
we can see no good reason why they should delay longer 
than this winter. They are one or the best vegetables and 
go well with almost any kind of meat. Business continues 
good in them and the slight falling off in price this week is 
due to the fact that heavy deliveries have been made, and 
are being made now, so that the demand has eased up a 
little. 

Okra and tomatoes show an advance of five cents on 
each size, while standard green string beans have fallen off 
from five to seven and a half cents. The demand for these 
specialties, soto speak, has been very good during the 
week and has helped to keep the brokers busy. 

Corn shows no change of price in any size or grade and 
contrary to the general belief, this article now shows some 
little tendency to be very firm and may possibly show an 
advance shortly, Sales have been rather heavy and the 
finer grades are not so plentifully offered as are the off- 
grade goods. Consequently buyers are beginning to dis- 
criminate and the fancy quality goods promise to bring a 
premium. This article is looked upon to supply the de- 
mand that will be evident for tomatoes and peas; consum- 
ers will have to eat peas, corn or tomatoes during the win- 
ter and early spring months and as both peas and tomatoes 
are extremely short and rather high in price, it remains for 
corn t> come to the front and make good the shortage of 


pense in doing so forces the price up until it is almost out 


of reach of the buyers. Business is naturally quiet and 
sales are made at nominal prices. 


In the line of fruits we find that Apples have fallen off 
in price from 2% to 5c., Maryland No. 10’s now being 
quoted at $1.95 and the No. 3 size a 67%4c. with a tenden- 


cy todrop to 65c. In fact we understand some few sales 
have been made at 65c. 


Canned pears have advanced ten cents during the week 
and No. 2s extra standards in syrup are now quoted at $1.10. 
Blueberries show a tendency to advance and the price now 


ranges, for standard No. 2’s, from $1.05 to $1.10 as against 
$1.05 flat last week. 


The second cold snap seems to have had some effect on 
the oyster market as prices show a decline all along the 


line, amounting to about 2%c Baltimore is receiving a 
good supply of first class oysters now and shipping is in- 
creasing every day; naturally this has a tendency to reduce 
the demand for cove oysters and prices drop accordingly. 
Other than the changes mentioned there are none and 
a summary of conditions might be made, by saying the 
market is easy with neither a decided tendency to advance 
or decline. In cans or canners metals there is little to note 


as the season is about over and canners are not particularly 
interested at this time.

The New York Market 


Market Conditions. 


Changes and Outlook. 


New York, November 1, 

The Market.—Conditions in the market for the prin- 
cipal varieties have not changed materially in the past 
week. Buyers are still loth to pay the higher prices asked 
for the leading products while there is no disposition on 
the part of holders to reduce their quotations. In most in- 
stances the goods upon which prices are asked are held 
more firmly and the tendency is upward. It looks as 
though all varieties would do better in the near future than 
they have in the past. 

Tomatoes.—One dollar stock for full standard No. 3s 
is now assured. It may be possible to pick up some at 5c. 
less but bids of 2%c. less have been refused and there is 
little indication that the price will go down. Some com- 
plaint has characterized the market of late because in in- 
stances packers are not delivering on their contracts as 
agreed. They have been able to sell their goods at higher 
prices than buyers offered for futures. Not all have done 
this. In truth, very few have done it. But this few have 
caused a good deal of disturbance and here and there job- 
bers declare they will resort to the courts to enforce their 
contracts. The situation is, therefore, rather complicated. 
The only certain thing is that the supply is short and prices 
are going to rule high all tte season. Some are predicting 
$1.25 stock, which is higher than No. 3s have been for 
some time. if, indeed, they have ever more than touched 
this range before. 
is light and sales are made only in small lots. Buyers do 
not like to take anything beyond their daily requirements. 
The price rather frightens them. In No. 2s there has been 
little change and sales have been made at full outside quo- 
tations in all instances of late. 

Corn.—The market is a shade more active and busi- 
ness has been done in larger volume. Conditions haven’t 
changed materially and business has been done principally 
to fill immediate orders. Little beyond that has changed. 
No one yet has any accurate estimate of the pack and sales 


‘are quite likely to advance somewhat. 


No. ros are unchanged, but the demand | 


have been made at full outside prices Western stock is a 
bit easier, though sales have not been up to the usual quan- 
tities. State stock is unchanged and southern varieties re- 
main substantially as previously reported. Conditions are 
substantially the same as previously reported in Maine 
standard and fancy. Buyers are firm, but holders will take 
very little excepting at full outside quotations. Business 
has been done in sufficient volume to satisfy the most ex- 
acting critic. Maine fancy seems to be more plentiful than 
was at first reported. 

Peas.—The situation has not changed materially, ex- 
cepting there is ashade more movement and sales have been 
made during the past week in larger volume than during 
the week previous. Theconditions under which trading 
has been done in some grades indicate that there will be 
business plenty during the next few weeks and that prices 
Most holders have 
come to the conclusion that there is plenty of demand com- 
ing and are not anxious to let their stock go without full 
outside quotations. 

Fruits.—In this market business is quiet. This ap- 
plies with equal force to all varieties. Apples have dropped 
somewhat in price and demand is light owing to the fact 
that the crop will be heavier than was at first expected. 
Conditions have not changed in other sorts. Movement is 
limited to deliveries on contracts and there is little buying, 
excepting in small lots to satisfy ordinary daily demand. 
The feeling is general that sales will not increase materially 
for the present. California varieties are more wanted than 
anything else and there is some demand for southern stock, 
but aside from this there is nothing to report which inter- 
ests the trade. 

Salmon.—There is little doing in any variety. The 


supply is so short that it is impossible to pick up anything 


excepting at the highest prices and business is done only as 
buyers force it to satisfy requirements. Holders have al- 
most nothing to offer. Goods are nearly all in second

Sardines.—The situation is rather better for holders. 
Some dealers have withdrawn from the market and quota- 
tions tend upward. The supply is reported light and the 
tendency of prices is strongly upward. Under these con- 
ditions it is impossible to discover any reason why the mar- 
ket should not remain strong throughout the season.

Russian Fruit Harvest. 


The extreme rigor of the winter of 1910-11 greatly damaged the 
fruit trees of Russia, even killing many, especially peaches, apricots, 
the finer varieties of pears, and even apples. The spring also was un- 
favorable, with extremely variable weather, drought, and, in late sum- 
mer, storms and cold rains. As a result the fruit harvest of Russia 
may be summarized as follows : 

Apples.—In quantity, less than the average, undersized, and 
neither sufficiently juicy nor tender. 

Pears.—Harvest below the average and most unevenly distributed. 
Upon the whole, however, about fair in quality, 

Quinces.— Undersized and crop far below the average. 

Of all of these three there is in many parts a large proportion worm 
affected, and an unusual proportion has fallen off. 


Plums.—In many parts have failed completely. Other parts yield 
a medium crop of satisfactory quality. 

Sweet Cherries.—An insuffiicient crop infected by the maggots of 
a tiny weevil. : 

Sour Cherries.—Upon the whole, a satisfactory crop. 

Cornetian Cherries.—Less than half a crop. 


Apricots. A total failure. In the Crimea, where they are usually 
abundant, this fruit sells at four or five times the usual prices. 


Peaches.—The poorest crop for 10 or 12 years. 

Raspberries.—Both wild and cultivated gave a medium crop. 

Strawberries.—Wild and cultivated, less than a medium crop. 
This fruit is being more and more cultivated here, especially since some 
of the new English varieties—Victoria for instance—have been found 
to succeed. In South Russia the previous varieties were difficult to 
cultivate. 

Currants.—About half a crop of fair quality. 

Gooseberries.—But few good berries. This fruit continues to suf- 
fer from fungoid disease. Many gardens have been ploughed up for 
other uses. 

Grapes.--Expected to turn out a fair crop, although it is too early 
for returns as to the later varieties. Quality fair but quantity far be- 
low the average. 

Melons.—In many places there has been an abundant crop; in 
others, however, there has been a failure. Summed up, the crop has 
been average or slightly below. 

Bilberries, Whortleberries and Blackberries.—A small crop of each. 

Cranberries.—In Russia this fruit forms a much more impartant 
article of trade than its congeners of the vaccinium varieties’ The 
crop is satisfactory.

Special Correspondence from the Windy, City. News of the past week. 


CHICAGO, Nov. I, IgII. 

The Situation.—The suit against the United States 
Steel Co., filed by the Government, has reinstated a feeling 
of doubt and apprehension as to financial stability, which 
had become somewhat allayed by the interpretation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act by the Supreme Court, as being 
enforceable only against acts or deeds in unreasonable re- 
strait of trade; and many croakers are again singing their 
unjoyous songs of despondency and disaster. Even Presi- 
dent Taft, who has spent the better part of a week here, 
admitted that a condition of dissension existed in the 
Republican party which might bring defeat in 1912, and 
the local newspapers are today howling that he sang his 
‘‘Swan song.’”’ 

Wholesale grocery houses are, therefore, turning 
toward a very conservative and cautious policy, and are 
positively forbidding their buyers to buy any more goods 
speculatively; and to try hard to go into the new year with 
small stocks of merchandise. 

This condition of conservatism and caution does not 
go so far as to forbid necessary purchases. or to demand 
that goods be sacrificed or sold below prevailing prices. 

The bankers are contracting their lines of credit to 
some extent in pursuance of such a policy and wholesale 
grocers must do likewise. 

It is seen that the clearing house reports show that 
the volume of business is decreasing as compared with last 
year, and that the country is not in a mood or state of 
financial preparation to submit to or endure any further 
increase in the cost of food. 

Those, therefore, who are anticipating a big boom in 
canned foods after January 1, 1912, are likely to be disap- 
pointed. There is no question as to the strong statistical 
position of peas and tomatoes, and the scarcity of many 
other lines of canned foods, but it is rather a matter of 
purchasing power among the people than of statistical 
positions, and a question as to whether people whose pay 
has not, and is not likely to be increased, can continue to 
follow the advances of certain articles of food, or whether 


‘stock bought earlier and at higher prices. 


they will have to turn from them as inaccessible luxuries 
and live on cheaper provender. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is no interest in the mar- 
ket whatever. Wholesale grocers are well supplied, and 
many of them are ready and anxious to take their profits 
and sell at prices f.o.b. Chicago at which they can not now 
replace the goods. For illustration, we can today buy 
tomatoes f.o.b. Chicago from jobbers as follows: 


No. 3 Fancy Tomatoes, Sanitary Cans, $1.15 
No. 3 Ex. Std. ‘‘ 1.10 
No. 3 Standard ‘‘ Maryland, 1.00 
No. 3 Indiana, 1.0234 
No. 2 Maryland, .80 
No. 2 Ex. Std. .82% 


It will be seen that these prices are as low as similar 
goods can be had at canneries and cheaper than the present 
cost, delivered at Chicago. 

Canned Corn.—Deliveries of Country Gentleman 
corn now arriving from Illinois and Indiana canneries show 
fine quality. We understand, however, that some large 
packers have almost concluded to abandon the cultivation 
and canning of Country Gentleman corn, owing to the 
great difficulty of getting it into the cans in exactly proper 
condition. ‘They claim that it is an unprofitable article at 
prices now obtainable. There is positively no buying. 

Canned Peas.—In conversation with a prominent 
local broker who makes a specialty of peas, he stated that 
he did not think there were fifty thousand cases of canned 
peas in first hands in Michigan, Wisconsin and Indiana 
combined, and that what there were still held consisted of 
remnants and odd lots, off grade stock, etc., which packers 
had been unable to deliver on their regular contracts.

any futures scarcely is now making a price of $2.25 Chi- 
cago for No. 10 apples of fine quality and its brokers are 
filling in the vacant places covered by rejections, which 
course will have the effect of putting some cheap lots of 
No. 10 canned apples on this market. 


Pears.—Kiefer pears are very abundant in the West 
this year and are to be had in Chicago, good fruit at $1.10 
to $1.25 per barrel. It would seem that some of our local 
manufacturers would can a lot of this fruit but no one 
seems to be doing so. 


Canned Sweet Potatoes.—Considerable interest has 
arisen in No. 3 size canned sweet potatoes. Packers sold 
futures largely at 72%c. and 8oc. f.o.b. cannery and those 
who made pro rata contracts are delivering very short, 
about 40 per cent. I learn. The price has advanced to 
$1.05 to $1.10 f.0.b. Maryland and purchases have been 
made freely at those prices this week. Jobbers remember 
that there was a dearth of this article last year and that 
prices went very high. 


A Great Merchant Gone.—Calvin Durand, president 
of the Durand & Kasper Co., of Chicago and a stockholder 
in the Watson & Durand Co., of Salina, Kansas, died this 
week. He had been in rather poor health for two years 
past and his death was not entirely unexpected, but his 
continued interest and activity had the effect of deluding 
some of his friends as to the seriousness of his condition. 
He has been continuously and successfully in the wholesale 


grocery business in Chicago for about fifty years and was 


one of Chicago’s great pioneer merchants. 

The business which he had gradually established, that 
of the Kasper & Durand Co., is one of the greatest in the 
wholesale grocery line in the world aggregating in sales 
about six million dollars per annum. 

Calvin Durand was 71 years of age and has in his 
business career exemplified honesty, kindliness, a broad 
democracy of spirit, in that he had no false pride, and was 
at all times so approachable and amiable that his employes, 
his business associates, and his competitors all feel that 
they have lost a friend. 

He was born in Clintonville, N. Y., in 1840. In 1862 
he enlisted in the Chicago Board of Trade Battery and 
served honorably through the Civil War in the Federal 
service.

The New Rules for London Standard Tin to Go Into 


j Effect February 2, 1912. 


Sellers have the option to deliver each 5 tons, either in: 

Cuass A (1) Straits or Australian tin of good merchantable qual- 
ity at contract price. 

(2) Refined tin of good merchantable quality, assaying not less 
than 99.75 per cent. at contract price. 

Crass B Common tin in ingots or slabs of good merchantable 
quality, assaying not less than 99 per cent., subject to a rebate of £7 
per ton from contract price. 

RULE 1.—The warrants tendered shall be those of a public ware- 
house in London, Liverpool, or Swansea, the name of which shall ap- 
pear on the official list of the committee. The tin shall have been 
weighed in drafts of 10 cwt. each, and the warrants shall be as far as 
possible for 5 tons each. Each parcel of 5 tons shall be of the same 
description and class and shall lie at one wharf; but sellers shall be at 
liberty to tender parcels of 5 tons composed of metal of the same de- 
scription and class, but lying at different wharves in the same port, 
in which case they shall allow buyers 5s per ton for each 5 tons so 
divided. Warrants tendered against a contract for a multiple of 
5 tons shall, either separately or together be capable of sub-division 
into parcels of 5 tons each. ’ 

RULE 2.—Straits and Australian tin shall be sampled by taking 
one sample from each draft. The samples shall be sent by sellers to 
the parties uplifting the warrants, but if not delivered by the time 
the warrants are tendered, a payment need not be made on account, 
say within 10 per cent. of the invoice value, and the balance on deliv- 
ery of the samples. Should samples not be delivered within two 
working days from date of tendering the warrants, the balance of the 
invoice shall be paid to sellers, but deducting therefrom the charges 
for resampling and delivery of samples, according to the then existing 
scale of the London docks, and also deducting the value of the sam- 
ples, at the settlement price, which value shall be calculated at the 
rate of ¥% lb. of tin per sample. 


RULE 3.—Straits and Australian tin, if below the standard of 
good merchantable, shall not be considered a valid tender; and sellers 
shall substitute a similar quantity of standard tin. The substitution 
shall be made not later than 3.30 P. M. on the first working day fol- 
lowing the notice of rejection of the original parcel, which notice shal. 
have been given in writing as soon as possible after the samples came 
into possession of buyers. 

RULE 4.—Refined tin, other than Straits and Australian, shall be 
sampled by drilling through one piece from each draft. Three sam- 
ples shall be taken from the drillings and one sent to each of two 
Assayers who shall agree to produce, and if they are unable to agree 
the third sample to be sent to a third Assayer chosen by the other 
two, whose report shall be final and binding. A cut sample shall also 
be taken from each draft and stamped by the warfinger with the 
brand and pile number, and submitted to the Assayers who shall de-

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The California Market 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast Statgs, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cau., October 28, 1911. 

General Situation.— Weather conditions in California are still 
very satisfactory for the packing of tomatoes and none of the plants 
engaged in the packing of this vegetable have been shut down as yet 
on account of any scarcity of stock. Clear weather is still prevailing 
and offerings of tomatoes at the various plants are about as heavy as 
they were two or three weeks ago. No killing frosts have occurred 
and the light rain that fell some time ago did no damage in the North- 
ern part of the State. Growers are receiving much higher prices than 
ruled a year ago even culls selling as high as $7.50 aton. Many pack- 
ers have already put up as large a pack as they figured on early in the 
season and there will soon be some surplus canned tomatoes on the 
market, the size of these offerings depending upon weather conditions. 
Most packers sold very heavily before the season’s operations com- 
menced so that these late offerings will be smaller than are usually 
the case. With an increased Coast demand it is doubtful if California 
tomatoes will be sold this season in as large a territory as they were 
last year but packers are receiving inquiries from all sections of the 
country and if the goods were available could make large sales for de- 
livery on the Atlantic Seaboard. 

California Fruits.—But a comparatively light business is now 
being done in California canned fruits, owing to the depleted condi- 
tion of stocks, but even at the present rate of sales it will be but a 
short time until the pack of 1911 will be off the market. During the 
past three weeks the price lists of the various canning firms have been 
revised and business is now at the clean-up stage. One prominent 
firm announces that on the first of October its pack was more closely 
cleaued up than was the case last year at the end of December, and 
this condition is general. 

Canned Corn —Corn will be about the only article in the 
canned vegetable line that can be retailed at 10c. a can this year and 
wholesalers here are commencing to pay an increased attention to this 
in the belief that the demand will be stimulated to no smalldegree by 
the low price. Western corn is being offered at prices that seem very 
reasonable and which are lower, in comparison with the prices asked 
for Maine or New York State corn, than are usually the case. Several 
California wholesale firms are having Illinois corn brought to the 
Coast this season by the water route in preference to the all rail route. 
The Central Illinois Canning Company is shipping from Bloomington, 
Ill., several large carload lots, these being routed to New Orleans 
from which place they will be brought to the Coast by the sea route. 

Peas.—There is a scarcity of canned peas on the Coast, the pack 
put up here being much too small to meet the demands of trade. 
Wholesalers are finding it difficult to secure stocks from other sec- 
tions and prices are very unsettled. 

Pumpkin.—The packing of pumpkin is now under way here 
but the outlook is for a light pack. Already a scarcity of solid pack 
in No. 3’s is being talked of and prices are slightly higher. 

Association Work.—At the recent convention of the Grocers’ 
and Merchants’ Association at Stockton, A. C. Rulofson, of San 
Francisco, president of the Home Industry League of California, made 
an address and asked for the co-operation of grocers in pushing arti- 
cles of local manufacture to the front. He declared that the product 
of the factories of the State were discriminated against by the grocers 
and to illustrate his point showed twenty purchases of food stuffs 
made that day in Stockton stores. Seventeen out of the twenty arti- 
cles purchased were of eastern manufacture although no special 
brands had been called for, canned foods comprising the larger part 
of the list. 

State Work.—California canners are much interested in the 
work that is being doné by the State Horticultural Commission in 
keeping the Mediterranean fruit fly out of the State. Shipments of 
fresh fruits from Hawaii have been curtailed for some time and just 
recently an order was cabled to the Islands directing that no bananas 


or pineapples be shipped to this State until a method of packing is 
adopted that will insure that no pest is carried in the wrapping. 
Largé quantities of fresh pineapples are consumed here and if the 
importation of this article is prohibited for any length of time the de- 
mand for canned pineapple will be materially increased. It is de- 
clared by experts that if the Mediterranean fly was to secure a foot- 
hold in this State the fruit industry would be ruined. 


Coast News Notes.—E. W. Ehmann, of the Ehmann Olive 
Company, has returned to Oroville, Cal., for the opening of the olive 
season and states that the crop this year will be by far the largest 
ever harvested, and four or five times as large in the Oroville dis- 
trict as a year ago. 

F. D. Butterfield, president of the Los Angeles Olive Growers’ 
Association, states that the output of olive oil in California this year 
will be about 920,000 gallons, as compared with 800,000 gallons last 
season, and that the pack of pickled olives will aggregate about 1,200,- 
000 gallons. 

C. P. Grogan, of Los Angeles, a large manufacturer of olive oil, 
has purchased the Chas. Fricker property at Elsinore. © 


About 1,000 acres have been devoted to tomato growing in the 
Fullerton district this season and for shipping tomatoes growers are 
receiving $25 a ton, or about twice the figures of last year. The to- 
matoes that cannot be shipped are being sold to the canners who are 
paying $7.50 a ton for all that can be secured. 


The Golden State Cannery at Ontario is now operating on toma- 
toes and expects to put up a pack of 50,000 cases before the season is 
at an end. - 

The ship Star of Greenland of the Alaska Packers’ Association 
fleet reached San Francisco this week with 85,162 cases of salmon 
aboard and the Santa Clara has also arrived with 49,000 cases. But 
little canned salmon remains now to be bugle down from the Far 
North. 

So successful was the operation of the floating cannery, the Glory 
of the Seas, this season that a number of similar plants are to be 
operated next season and options are being taken on a number of old 
dismantled sailing vessels at various Coast ports. Probably a half a 
dozen of these portable canneries will be in operation in Alaskan wa- 
ters next season. ‘ 

Among the subjects touched upon at the recent conference of 
President Taft and Walter E. Clark, Governor of Alaska, was the reg- 
ulation of the Alaska salmon fisheries. Governor Clark called atten- 


tion to the fact that the run of fish in many of the streams was rapid- 


ly decreasing and urged the passage of a law giving the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor authority to regulate the fisheries. Under 
the proposed law canneries would be licensed and a new cannery 
could not be established until experts passed upon the wisdom of 
granting the license. 

M. J. Fontana, of the California Fruit Canners’ Association has 
returned from a trip to the Hawaiian Islands. 


A. A. Roscelli, formerly manager for the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association at Selma, Cal., has been made manager of the Marysville, 
plant taking the place of A. H. Mills. The 1911 pack at the Marys- 
ville plant was the largest in its history and large shipments are now 
being made to the East and to Europe. 


L. Everett, oriental agent for the Getz Bros., of San Francisco, is 
here with his family for a visit. 

J. J. Hoffman, for several years with Getz Bros., is now with B. 
C. Ireland, the broker. 

John Farnham, a salmon packer of New Westminster B. Bos was 
here recently on a business trip.

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Adulteration and Misbranding of Tomato Catsup. 
Notice of Judgment No. 904, Food and Drugs Act. 


On or about October 11, 1909, the Kansas City Preserving Com- 
pany, Kansas City, Mo., sold and delivered to the Kansas City Whole- 
sale Grocery-Company, of said city, a quantity of a food product 
labeled “‘Congress Brand Tomato Catsup, 1/10 of one per cent. ben- 
zoate of soda, Packed for Kansas City Wholesale Grocery Company, 
Kansas City, Mo.,’’ with which product was furnished a guaranty of 
the former firm that the product complied with the requirements of 
the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. On or about October 19, 
1909 the said Kansas City wholesale Grocery Company shipped a 
consignment of the above product from the State of Missouri into 
the State of Kansas, in the identical condition in which purchased 
by said company from the Kansas City Preserving Company afore- 
said. Samples from this shipment were procured and examined by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture, 
and the product was found to contain bacteria estimated at 75 million 
per cc., with yeasts at the rate of 52 per one-sixtieth cmm., some 
decayed tissues present, and moles abundant. As the findings of 
the analyst and report thereon indicated that the product was 
adulterated within the meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of June 
30, 1906, the Secretary of Agriculture afforded the said Kansas City 
Preserving Company, the Kansas City Wholesale Grocery Company, 
and the party from whom the samples were procured, opportunities 
for hearings. As it appeared after hearings held that there had been 
a violation of the act on the part of the Kansas City Preserving Com- 
pany, guarantor, the Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts to 


the Attorney General; with a statement of the evidence upon which 
to base a prosecution. 


On August 16, 1910, a criminal information was filed in the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the Western District of Missouri 
against the said Kansas City Preserving Company, charging the said 
guaranty and shipment and alleging that the said Kansas City Pre- 


serving Company knew that the said Kansas City Wholesale Grocery _ 
Company purchased the product in question with the intent and 
purpose to sell the same in interstate commerce, and that the said 
Kansas City Preserving Company knowingly guaranteed said prod- 
ucts as above set forth, charging the shipment of the product in 
interstate commerce by the Kansas City Wholesale Grocery Com- 
pany as above set forth, and alleging that the product so shipped 
and guaranteed was adulterated because it consisted in large part of 


’ filthy, decomposed and putrid vegetable substances, and also mis 


branded because it was labeled as above set forth, when in truth and 
in fact the product was not tomato catsup, but an imitation thereof, 
consisting in large part of a putrid, decomposed and filthy animal 
or vegetable substance, offered for sale under the distinctive name 
of another article (tomato catsup). 

On November 9, 1910, the defendant entered a plea of guilty to 
the above information and the court imposed a tine of $50 and costs. 

This notice is given pursuant to section 4 of the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes. 


Thos. J]. Meehan & Co., October 28:— 

The tomato market continues to be strong, and the demand for 
them this week came from the same markets that purchased them so 
freely during the last three or four weeks, in addition to others that 
bought here for the first time since they purchased ‘‘futures’’ last 
spring. The canners have closed their season, and they are now busy 
setting their house in order, labeling up the remainder of their goods, 
and making shipments of the undelivered portion of their contracts. 
As a rule, they have done remarkably well in regard to making deliv- 
eries under adverse conditions throughout the whole canning season. 
No one is hardy enough to claim that the quality: of the tomatoes 
canned this season in the eastern canning sections, nor for that matter 
in any other section of the country, is up to the average quality pro- 
duced in any ordinary season. Too little rain when it was needed, 
and too much rain when it was not wanted, with homeopathic doses 
of the hot sun required to ripen them up at the right time, was the 
heavy handicap under which the grgwers and canners labored during 
the entire season, and they could not overcyme it. There are some 
strictly first-class quality tomatoes for sale here and elsewhere, but 
they are not abundant. The market looks strong ahead, and further 
activity is looked for during November, with probably a higher range 
of prices. 

Thos. G, Cranwell & Co., October 28:— 

Market is about the same with a good strong feeling. Light 
buying during the past ten days has had no weakening effect. We 
have not had this fall the customary reaction. There is quite a strong 
belief that we won’t have it. It is argued that the steady advance 
during fhe past month or six weeks along side of pretty dull spells 
during that period i ne very well the way the wind is blowing. 
If stocks in packers’ sare as light as there is every reason to 
believe they are, the apparently wild predictions that are being made 
may come nearer hitting the mark than some people believe. 


Wm, Silver & Co., October 26:— 

While the demand for tomatoes during the past week has been 
active from certain quarters, yet there has been an effort to buy at 
a lower price than that which has been generally quoted. A few sel- 
lers have been found who were willing to accept occasional business 
on the basis of 95c. for 8s tomatoes.

Most sellers are asking 97%c., and some $1.00 f.o.b. factory, It is 
difficult to obtain goods of desirable quality under the higher quota 
tion, and with the apparently small surplus in packers’ hands it is 


only reasonable to suppose that the market must advance later when 
the cold weather comes and the consumption naturally increases, 
which must deplete stocks in jobbers’ hands—which must in turn be 
replenished—so what will be the story and the market on tomatoes 
between now and next packing season, time alone can tell. 


Smith-Webster Co., October 28:— 
The demand for tomatoes has been steady, but not active. Sweet 
potatoes continue a favorite, with the little nines selling rapidly.

Sundries. 


T. J. Meehan & Co., October 28:— 

Sweet potatoes was again the star performer this week in this 
market, and they advanced to a still higher range of prices with an 
increasing demand and lighter offerings. How much higher they 
will go is a problem. The season for cauning spinach in Baltimore 
will end shortly, and there is an excellent demand for it. The re- 
markable growth of the demand for sweet potatoes and spinach 
packed here is the cause of much favorable comment in all sections, 
and they will be considered among the staple articles hereafter. 
String beans are stiffening up again and they are worth buying now 
Standard green 
lima beans, the large, flat pole beans are nearly sold out, and there is 
a scarcity of the small bush limas. Pick them up wherever found 
cheapest. Baked beans, kraut, pumpkin and peas are all active in a 
small way. The great scarcity and high prices of green peas keep 
the demand active for soaked peas as a cheap substitute. 


There is an increasing scarcity of strictly fancy quality Sliced and 
Grated Pineapples. As a matter of fact, all the other grades of Pine- 
apples canned here are gradually disappearing and the stocks left here 
are ridiculously small. Big business doing here in the new pack of 
both Apples and Pears, with an excellent outlook for a continuation 
of the activity in them. Some very high-class Pears are being packed 
in Baltimore, strictly gold medal quality in any competion, and they 
are Offered at prices that will sell them and cause repeat orders. Buy 
them if you want fancy quality in No. 3 cans. The apples are well 
worth attention, too. Small orders for Peaches come along almost 
daily, and the small Fruits, Berries, Cherries, etc., are going out with — 
the other lines. 

The quality of the fall pack of Cove » Ovibiinn is excellent, the 
market is firm, and the demand fair. Shipment and invoicing can, be 
arranged satisfactorily. ; 
Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., October 28:— 

Oysters.—A little packing is going on here. We have been book- 
ing some Oysters but the packers who have been taking this business 
from us, tell us they don’t want any more of it. They’are inclined to 
ask 65c. and.70c. per dozen for the 4-ounce and 5-ounce. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Are advancing, and as usual, under the circum- 
stances, it is rather unsatisfactory to quote prices. We have booked 
some orders this week for shipment from Peninsula points at $1.05 per 
dozen and it is doubtful if any more could be bought under $1.10, but 
positive business might get them. Baltimore market is strong at 
$1.20 per dozen.

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Wisconsin Peas. 


Stare & Crary Co., October, 28:— 

Future peas are about the only item of interest to Wisconsin 
packers at the moment. Packers as well as jobbers realize the strong 
statistical position of the pea market. 

We have had two short packs in succession. The 1910 pack was 
a million cases short of the five years average. The 1911 pack is ad- 
mittedly a million and a half cases short. The ‘‘invisible supply” 
was cleaned up before the 1911 pack was delivered. 

The country is therefore two and a half million cases short today. 
It will be a physical impossibility to pack peas enough in 1912 to fill 
the hole. It will take two years at least to get back to normal condi- 
tions. There isn’t seed enough in the country. 

Seed peas have sold as high as $7.75 per bushel during the past 
week. The seed houses have none to sell; they are delivering an 
average of about 30 per cent. on their orders. Some packers are sell- 
ing a part of their seed, prefering to take a sure profit on their seed 
rather than take the chances of a loss on their pack. 

This makes packers pretty strong in their ideas of price on futures. 
The general tendency is to sell very conservatively. Most packers 


refuse to sign anything but a prorata contract. Those who are mak- . 


ing a guaranteed delivery are the exception. The volume of future 
pea business booked during the last week has been big. 

Spot Corn:—The time is coming when Wisconsin corn like Wis- 
consin peas will be in a recognized class by itself. Some packers are 
now packing corn far superior in quality to the average western corn. 
We have a few cars of near fancy corn at 67%c. factory; good full 
standard corn at 65c. factory. 

Sauer Kraut is strong, (if you don’t believe it, you ought to be 
around the factories these days). The crop is disappointing; the 


price on No. 3 kraut has gone up 5c. per dozen during the last ten 
days. 


We represent one of the best kraut packers in Wisconsin. We 
offer for his account, one car No. 3 sanitary tins at 67%c. and one car 
No. 2s solder tins at 45c. factory. 

Spot Peas:—It is something of a joke to try to put up much of a 
talkon spot peas. The truth of the matter is, all of the spots left in 
the State don’t aggregate the pack of one second rate packer. 


Canadian Cooperative Fruit Associations. 


There are 36 so called cooperative fruit associations in 
Ontario. These may be divided roughly into three classes: 
Apple associations, shipping mainly to distant markets; 
general fruit associations, concerned with shipping apples, 
pears, plums, peaches, cherries, berries, etc., to home and 


.distant markets; and small-fruit associations, engaged 


mainly in shipping berries to home markets. 
Nearly all the small fruit and some of the general 
fruit societies are rather loosely organized, but truly co- 


operating. The others have all organized with cooperative 
intent; but in some. instances have fallen short of their 
ideal through lake of knowledge. 


An Analysis of Various Organizations and How the 
Members Benefit, as Deseribed by Consul 
S. S. Johnson, is Especially Interest- 
ing to Canned Food Packers. 


APPLE-SHIPPING SOCIETIES. 


The Forest Fruit Growers’ Association is one of the best examples 
of a simple form of organization. It is truly co-operative. There is 
no share capital and the deposits of buyers are depended upon for 
working capital. It rents a shed and packs most of the apples in 
this shed. Sales are made f.o.b., and each buyer is required to pay 
into the bank a certain percentage of the price before the fruit is 
shipped and the remainder within a certain number of days. The 
society then pays to each member a certain price per barrel, reserving 
a little more than sufficient to pay expenses. At the annual meeting 
all remaining moneys are paid back to the growers according to the 
business done with the society. The only person who is paid—besides 
necessary employes—is the secretary-manager, who receives a com- 
mission of 5c. per barrel on the total pack. The average annual 
pack is about 7,000 barrels. There are about 45 members and the 
society is steadily growing. 

The Oshawa Fruit Growers’ Association is described by the mana- 
ger as being a ‘‘double-barreled’’ affair. A joint stock company, 
composed of the members of the society, owns a central packing house 
and charges so much per barrel for handling through the packing 
house. All fruit is packed at this house. Revenue from charges for 
the use of the packing house is used to provide a fund out of which 
expenses are paid, and also a fixed dividend of 6 per cent. on the 
stock. The society proper is co-operative and does not differ essen- 
tially in its workings from the Forest Association, except that sales 
are made largely by signment. The value of the plant is about $5,000, 
the capacity of the frost-proof storage is about 8,000 barrels, the 
membership is 75, and the average pack about 8,000 barrels of apples. 

The Norfolk Fruit Growers’ Associ tign, with head office at 
Simcoe, Ontario, resembles in form thé ho ae Society, but the stock 
company owning the warehouse consists of only a few members of 
the association. How long this arrangement will remain satisfactory 
is a question. At present it is one of the most successful of the asso- 


ciations; it has a membership of 188, and an annual output of about 
18,000 barrels of apples. 


There are a number of smaller societies, as well’ as large ones, 
organized either on the Forest Fruit Growers’ Association plan or as 
stock companies, having an annual output of from 1,000 barrels up- 
ward. In some cases these societies have been handicapped by a lack 
of knowledge of the business. 

GENERAL FRUIT ASSOCIATIONS. 

The Burlington Fruit Growers’ Association is the oldest society 
in Ontario. It is remarkable for the simplicity of its organization, as 
it has no constitution or by-laws, no warehouse, and no capital in any

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form. There is only a verbal agreement among the members. Each 
grower packs his own fruit, and it is shipped under his own name 
and on,its individual merits. There is a manager who orders cars for 
shipments, directs growers when to deliver fruit, pays over to each 
grower the price that his shipment has brought, and attends to other 
details. For this he is paid a small commission. The officers of the 
society are a president and a board of directors. The continued activ- 
ity of the association is good evidence of its usefulness. 
The St. Catharines Cold Storage Co. is a good example of a con- 
cern organized as a joint stock company, yet working steadily in the 
_ direction of true co-operation. This society was organized in 1896, 
and has a mechanical cold storage plant valued ‘at $13,000 and a work- 
-ing capital of $2,000. A part Of the capital was secured by mortgage 
on the property. The debt has been entirely paid off by the addition 
_of new members who took stock, and by applying the dividends on 
» the stock to this purpose. Working capital has also been provided. 
The society is now endeavoring to effect an equal division of shares, 
with each member holding $50 worth of stock. To do this it is trans- 
‘ ferring stock of the old members holding more than this amount to 
new members and to old members not holding so much. Thus the 
society will be conducted eventually on a one-man-one-vote basis. 
: The company ships to all parts of Ontario and Quebec and to many 
* parts of western Canada, the shipments consisting of apples, pears, 
_ peaches, plums. cherries, grapes, and an increasing quantity of other 
fruits and vegetables. The sales amount to about $75,000 annually. 
The society handles supplies for its members and others. It handles 
fruit for non-members, and sells supplies to them, paying over one- 
half as much profit per dollar as it returns to members. The supply 
. branch is a very important part of the business of the society, as it 
handles all kinds of fruit packages, spray pumps, and other machin- 
ery, ladders, etc., seeds, fertilizers and spraying chemicals. It has 
now become the temporary wholesaler for the federation of fruit asso- 
ciations. In 1908 the supplies amounted to about $27,000 and in 1909 
to $40,000. The society charges a little less than regular market 
prices and then rebates to members and to non-members buying 


through the association and selling their fruit the same way, the per- 
centage of rebate depending upon the amount of business done with 
the sogiety. , 

The Grimsby Co-operative Association is a society of seven mem- 
bers who own nearly 500 acres of land, largely planted with fruit. 
The stock is evenly divided among the members. The management 
of such a society is very simple compared with that of the St. Cath- 
arines Co. 


SMALL FRUIT ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Donnville Fruit Growers’ Association is perhaps one of the 
best examples of the small fruit associations. There are about 85 
members. Fruit is shipped to local markets, and each member grades 
his own and ships it under his name. The society is incorporated 
without share capital. Its chief activity is in buying fruit packages, 
aiding in securing good markets for fruit, and disseminating useful 
knowledge by arranging meetings, etc. Societies of this kind are 
nearly all local branches of the Ontario Fruit Growers’ Association, 
which is not a trading society, but an organization having for its 
object the advancement of fruit growing interests generally. A num- 
ber of these local units are slowly growing into co-operative societies 
for buying and selling purposes. 


MANAGEMENT AND EXPENSES OF FRUIT ASSOCIATIONS, 


All the associations have practically the same arrangements for 
government of the societies, viz: a president, a vice-president, a secre 
tary, who is usually manager, a treasurer and a board oi directors 
varying in membership according to the size of the society, and the 
territory covered. Expenses are met by a straight charge per package. 
Although directors usually work gratis, some societies allow #1 to 
$1.50 and mileage for each meeting held. The president usually works 
without pay but in some cases is allowed $20 to $70 per yéar. One 
association, with an output of 1,200 to 1,500 barrels per year pays its 
manager $2 per day for superintending the packing and the loading 
of the cars. Four associations with packs running from 2,000 to 8,000 
barrels per year pay 10 cents per barrel to the manager. In the case

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of the larger associations this was not enough to hold a good man and 
the rate this year has been raised to 15 cents per barrel, with the 
manager paying the bookkeeping expenses out of his own earnings. 
Two other associations, with packs of 3,000 and 7,000 barrels, respec- 
tively, pay at the rate of 5 cents per barrel. In the case of the larger 
of these two, this is only for the shipping and selling and does not in- 
clude looking after the packing. One of the associations, with an 
output of from 20,000 to 40,000 barrels per year, pays 20 cents per 
barrel to its manager, but he is required to pay from that all of the 
expenses of the inspection, bookkeeping, etc., which would amount 
0 at least $2,500 to 3,000 a year. Two associations with large out- 
puts pay a straight salary of $1,000 and $1,500 per annum, allowing 
also a small percentage on all supplies sold to the members. Two of 
the smaller associations, with outputs up to 2,000 barrels, report that 
they have no paid manager, the work evidently being undertaken by 
the executive committee. Of the newer associations the majority are 
paying 20 cents per barrel, the manager to defray out of this amount 
all bookkeeping and other office expenses. One association just start- 
ing has agreed to pay its manager $1,500 straight salary. 


FEDERATION OF FRUIT ASSOCIATIONS. 


As the individual societies in Ontario began to get in touch with 
one another, the need of closer relations was felt by the co-operative 
leaders. The fruit branches of the Department of Agriculture at 
Toronto and Ottawa, in their endeavors to encourage the fruit indus- 
try in the Province, soon found that these societies offered one of the 
best mediums for reaching the individual grower. One of their great 
difficulties in the way of advocating better quality had always been 
the fact that improved quality in many cases did not bring propor- 
tionately greater returns to the grower, because most buyers paid only 
a flat price regardless of quality. The co operative societies, however, 
paid to each member the full amount due him, according to the quali- 
ty of the fruit. 

In 1906 active steps were taken to unite the scattered societies in- 
to a loose form of federation, and 13 societies became affiliated under

the name of the Co-operative Fruit Growers of Ontario, with head 
office at Torontc. An annual fee of $5 for each association was fixed. 

In the beginning the objects of the federation were to discuss 
forms of organization and means of securing a higher grade of fruit, 
to keep the associations in touch with the prices being offered by 
buyers and prices received in the home and export markets, and to se- 
cure a more uniform distribution of the crops. The secretary gathers 
from various inspectors and correspondents a report of conditions in 
the various fruit producing sections of the Province and Canada, and 
during the selling season the condition of the markets, the quality of 
the fruit being shipped, prices offered and received, and other items 
of interest are sent to each society in a weekly report. Before the 
apple associations make sales in the fall, a meeting of the federation 
is held, at which a range of prices is suggested as a basis of sales. 
This is adhered to as nearly as market conditions will permit. 

As improved methods of production became general among the 
members of the associations, large quantities of spray materials, 
machinery, etc., came into use. These were always high in price be- 
cause they were sold only in retail quantities by a few local dealers. 
In 1908 the federation determined to arrange for the purchase of sup- 
plies for all societies. The saving in this way is immense, as carload 
lots of chemicals can be bought at a time of year when prices are 
at their lowest and held until wanted for use. Each society is asked 
to send to the head office an estimate of the amount of supplies re- 
quired, which serves as a guide in buying. Other supplies, such as 
packages and spray machinery, are bought in the same way and a 
great saving has been affected. Buying co-operatively has made it 
almost impossible for a combine of manufacturers to control prices, as 
was attempted with fruit packages a few years ago. The makers of 
baskets from whom the St. Catharines society has been buying put 
the prices of baskets so high that the society determined to place 
their order in the United States. Their order was very large and the 


prices so favorable in the United States that they have since been able ° 


to make very favorable terms with Canadian concerns. 

The chief difficulty the federation has to deal with in the supply 
business is lack of capital and the need of a central warehouse. To 
overcome this the St. Catherines society is acting as distributing 
agent for the federation. This association orders the supplies, holds 
them till wanted by the other jes; amd then forwards them, 
charging a small commission for the servide. The federation will 
shortly be incorporated and a warehouse will be built and a manager 
employed when finances permit. 

GRADING AND PACKING THE FRUIT. 


Packing and grading are done by the grower,or by the grower 
with a system of inspection by the society or by the society. The 
first system is very loose and the only satisfactory method of sale in 
this case is to sell each grower’s fruit on its individual merits. The 
objection to the second method is the lack of uniformity in the 
pack. The third system is the one usually followed by apple and 
citrus fruit societies. Two methods of packing by the society are fol- 
lowed. In one case the fruit is brought to a packing house to be 
packed and graded by packers employed by the society. This meth-

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od allows of a very uniform pack, as the manager can keep a direct 
watch on the operations throughout. It also allows of the fruit being 
kept under good conditions until time of shipment. : t 

The other method is to have the fruit packed and graded in the 
orchard by packers employed by the society. In some instances the 
society picks, grades and packs, while in other cases only the two 
latter operations are performed by the society. One society employs 
a number of packing gangs and has inspectors who travel from gang 
to gang to insure uniformity in the pack. This system of packing

the year when he is very busy. It is significant that some of the 
societies employing the packing-house system are beginning to pack 
a part of the fruit in the orchard. 

DETERMINING THE PRICES TU BE PAID THE GROWERS. 


In Ontario there are three methods of determining what prices the 
growers are entitled to, viz: Pooling all returns, pooling returns for 
certain varieties and fruits, and prorating prices for each variety and 
grade. The first method was in the past the common one employed 
by societies in Ontario, but is open to the objection that it does not 
discriminate between poor and good varieties and is thus inclined to 
encourage the production of poor varieties. The second method is 
becoming popular. The varieties of fruit of a certain kind are divid- 
ed into classes, those varieties of nearly equal quality being placed in the 
same class. The price is then pooled on each grade of each class. 
This does not favor the production of poor varieties, but rather en- 
courages the grower of poor varieties to.grow a more valuable article. 
The third method is the one that gives absolute justice to the grower, 
but it entails an elaborate system of bookkeeping. In this method

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Adulteration and Misbranding of ‘“‘Brace-up Tomato 
Tonic.”’ 


Notice of Judgment No. 999. 


On February 21, 1911, the United States Attorney for the South- 
ren District of Illinois, acting upon the report by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, filed information in the District Court of the United 
States for said district against the Arrow Distilleries Co., of Peoria, 
Ill., alleging shipment by said company, in violation of the Food and 
Drugs Act, on or about April 28, 1910, from the State of Illinois into 
the State of Texas, of one box containing 24 glass. bottles, each of said 
bottles containing an article of food designated and called ‘‘Brace-up 
Tomato Tonic,’’ which said article was adulterated and misbranded. 
The labels on each of the said glass bottles contained the following 
statements: ‘‘Brace-up Tomato Tonic. Arrow distilleries Co., Peoria. 
Illinois. Arrow Brand Brace-up Nerve Tonic and Invigorator. Pre- 
pared from the concentrated extract of tomatoes and seasoned with 
choice spices and condiments. An unexcelled nerve and stomach 
food.”’ 
Analysis by the Bureau of Chemistry showed the product to con- 
tain yeast and spores 75 per one-sixtieth cmm., bacteria 96,000,000 
per cc., mold filaments in 80 per cent. of the fields, benzoic acid as 
sodium benzoate 0.226 per cent. Adulteration was alleged because 
the product consisted in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed and 
putrid vegetable substance; misbranding was alleged for the reason 
that the said label bore a statement, design, and device regarding said 
article and the ingredients and substances contained therein, which 
were false and misleading and calculated to deceive and mislead the 
purchaser, in that said statements purported to declare to the pur- 
chaser the said product was prepared from concentrated extract of 
tomatoes seasoned with choice spices and condiments when said 
article of feod contained in addition to said ingredients 0.226 per cent 
benzoate of soda, it being the duty of the shipper of said product to 


declare upon the said label the presence of said added benzoate of 
soda. 
“On April 26, 1911, the defendant company pleaded guilty and 
was fined $10 and costs.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Convention talk in the air — and meetings many. 


This week sees an important one at Chicago,— the 


meeting of the Executive Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation. It will terminate too late for the week’s issue— 
but next week we will tell you all about it. 


At this meeting the work to be proposed to do and put 
through at the annual meeting in Rochester will be deter- 
thined. So it is an important meeting and of interest to all 
canners. 


Next week the Indiana canners will convene at Indi- 
anapolis and talk over the bright prospects for tomato prof- 
its—to those who hold any goods. This Association is a 
live one and always has good interesting sessions. Need- 
less to say, this year’s will rot be wanting in interest. 


Then the week following, the Western Canned Foods 
Packers Association will hold its annual meeting in Chica- 


go. This one will bring together the tomato packers and 
the corn packers as well, and there is certain to be a large . 
enthusiastic gathering. 


At all these minor meetings—as we are obliged to des- 
ignate the state or town Associations to distinguish them 
from the National or general meetings—-an accounting of 
the year’s work—pack—will, in all probability be made. 
Never was such an accounting so eagerly awaited by all 
concerned. This is as true of corn as of tomatoes, for in 


one the packers are anxious to know how few there are; 


and in the other how many. 


Every canner should belong to this Association,.and be 
active in its interests. Methods of business have entirely 
changed in the last decade, and the individual can no long- 
er ‘‘hoe his own row’’ alone. He is dependent in his bus- 
iness upon others in the same line, and the progress of that 
business will be marked by the extent to which the individ- 
ual members pull together. No man can possibly keep him- 
self so thoroughly informed on all matters pertaining to his 
business, as to be independent of his fellow producer. Suc- 
cess now lies with the business showing the best ‘‘team 
work’’. Community of interests is the necessary basis, if 
success is to be expected. 


This does not mean the wrongful use of this commu- 
nity of interest which was the excuse many of the trusts 
made for their existence. It means that men with the same 
business interests must pull together in serving the consum- 
er if they wish to succeed. There is no objectionable mon- 
opoly to such conduct, but, just the consideration of the 
general, basic, principles which are the 
same in all concerns caterin¢ to the same lines. 


Any man has a perfect right to conduct his business as 
he pleases, but he should be careful to conform to the ethics 
of that business as practiced by othersinthesameline. In 
plain words he should play the game according to the rules, 
and not cause confusion by trying to go it alone. 

And that is why every canner should belong to some 
Association, so as to keep himself abreast of the times and 
well informed, and in harmony with his fellow canners. 


That war in Africa between the Turks and the Italians 
promises to be more serious than at first seemed possible. 
The Turk at first seemed so anxious to make peace and not 
fight that he appeared scared, now he seems to be giving 
Italy the trouncing she was looking for. But what a pity 
these two governments do not supply their respective armies 
with canned foods—fruits and vegetables. We are not in 
particular need of such demand to strengthen the market, 
but it would be welcome nevertheless. 


And China seems to have finally waked the sleeping 
giant and rebellion is spreading throughout the entire em- 
pire. It seems strange to speak of the Republic of China, 
but this may be the outcome.

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sides. With wars raging on both sides of us, what a splen- 
did position we would be in—if the countries warring but 
knew and consumed canned foods. 

True, this isa very mercenary manner of looking at 
such horrors—for we guess Sherman’s description of war 
was right—but we have no faith in the dreamer’s idea of 
universal peace, even with Carnegie’s millions. We rather 
feel more, as it was said during the Civil war, like Henry 
Ward Beecher who piously exclaimed : 

heavenly-minded, my brethern all, 
But if you fall out over trifles; 
Settle the dispute with powder and ball,— 
And I’ll furnish the rifles.’’ 


Chestnuts are plentiful from which a long hard winter 
is predicted—another way of saying ‘‘an extremely heavy 
call on all canned foods.’’ And yet some find it hard work 
to keep a stiff upper lip or to hold ontotheir goods. What 
was it Col. Roosevelt said about ‘‘jelly-spined’’ individuals? 
But he was not speaking of canners. 


Adulteration and Misbranding of Tomato Catsup. 
Notice of Judgment No. 1034. 


On November 26, 1910, the United States Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of Nebraska, acting upon the report of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, filed a libel for seizure and condemnation in the District Court 
of the United States against 600 gans, more or less, of tomato catsup, 
each of the 600 cans containing 5 gallons, in possession of McCord- 
Brady Co., Omaha, Nebr., alleging that the product had been trans- 
ported on or about October 26, 1910, from the State of Ohio into the 
State of Nebraska, and charging adulteration and misbranding in 
violation of the Food and Drugs Act. Each of the cans was labeled 
“Elks Pride brand Tomato Catsup. Made from tomatoes, granulated 
sugar, onions, spices and vinegar. Made by The Harbauer-Marleau 
Co., Toledo, Ohio.’’ 

Analysis by the Bureau of Chemistry of this Department showed 
the product to contain 80,000,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and 
200 yeasts and spores per one,sixtieth cubic millimeter. Mold fila- 
ments were found in 75 per cent. of the microscopic fields examined. 
Adulteration was, therefore, charged for the reason that the product 
contained a filthy, decomposed and putrid vegetable substance, and 
that the substance had been mixed and packed with it so as to reduce 
or lower and injuriously affect its quality and strength. Misbrand- 
ing was charged in that the labels on the product were false and mis- 
leading in stating the ingredients, and in such a manner as would 
lead the purchaser to believe that the product was a good, pure and 


genuine catsup, made of sound and healthful substances, when in 
fact it consisted in part of a filthy, decomposed and putrid vegetable 
substance. 

On April 21, 1911, the court, after hearing, sustained the adul- 
teration and misbranding charges in the libel, decreed the condemna- 
tion and destriction of the product in question, and taxed the costs 
of the proceedings against the McCord-Brady Co., claimants.

termine whether the tin is of good merchantable quality. The cut 
samples so taken shall be delivered by sellers to the parties uplifting 
the warrants. 

RULE 5.—Common Ingot and Slab Tin (Class B) shall be sampled 
by drilling and the produce agreed by the same methods and proce- 
dure as under Rule 4. A physical test on the formula approved by 
the committee shall be carried out by the Assayers who shall deter- 
mine whether the tin is of good merchantable quality. 


RULE 6.—All warrants for refined tin (other than Straits and 
Australian) and for common ingot and slab tin shall be accompanied 
by a certificate stating the produce and that the tin is of good mer- 
chantable quality, and all such certificates shall be those only of As- 
sayers or Analyses approved by the committee. Warrants for refined 
tin or for common ingot and slab tin shall be a valid tender, even 
without certificates of assay or quality, but buyers need only pay a 
sum on account, say within 10 per cent. of the invoice value, and the 
balance on production of the certificates, which must be delivered 
within one week from the date of the warrant. The payment by 
buyers of a sum on account shall not invalidate their right of rejec- 
tion should the certificate subsequently prove that the tin is not a 
valid tender under the preceding rules. 


RULE 7.—Should any refined tin (other than Straits and Aus- 
tralian ) or common ingot or slab tin, subsequently to tendering, prove 
to be of such quality or produce as not to constitute a valid tender 
under these rules, buyers shall be entitled to call upon sellers (by giv- 
ing notice to them in writing, as soon as possible) to substitute a 
similar quantity of standard tin, of the quality or produce stipulated 
for by these rules, and such substitution shall be made not later than 
3.30 P. M. on the first working day following the notice of rejection 
of the original parcel or parcels. Should the contract be for a special 
brand, or brands, sellers shall, if possible, substitute the same brand, 
or brands, and of the proper quality of produce fixed by the rules: 
but if unable to thus substitute, or in cases where it becomes a ques- 


tion of special damages, and they are unable to agree with buyers, 
the question of damages shall be settled by arbitration, according to 
one Rule B, and the costs of arbitration shall be borne by sellers. 

RULE 8.—Sampling shall in all cases take place independently 
by the wharfinger at the public warehouse, and the entire cost thereof 
and of the assaying and (or) testing shall be borne by the sellers. 


In the above Rules ‘“The Committee’ is understood to be the 
Committee of the London Metal Exchange.

A. T. Jenkins, a merchant of Milwaukee, filed suit against a 
traveling salesman because of sending a bill through the mails in a 
transparent envelope which the merchant claimed damages for. 
Judge Landis found the defendant guilty and fined him ic, but of 
course a verdict of guilty was rendered, which means that any mer- 
chant must be careful in sending out dunning letters or bills not to 
enclose them in a transparent envelope.
